BIOGRAPHY OF G. E. “Red” IMES . 


In 1936 G. E. “Red” Imes “bought” 
five hours aviation instruction from Ed 
Heath of Chicago. During the last five 
minutes he did solo. He then helped 
another pilot overhaul his plane in ex- 
change for two more hours of solo time. 
This early experience laid the founda- 
tion for the aviation career of Mr. Imes. 
-7 A native of Anadarko, Oklahoma, Mr. 
Imes moved to Belle Glade in 1935. 

During the late war, Mr, Imes served 
in the ferry service for England from 
January, 1941 to December, 1945, when he returned to Belle 
Glade and resumed his airplane dusting service, known as 
Red Imes Airplane Dusting Service, located at Belle Glade 
Airport. 

Airplane dusting of fertilizer on crops will be remembered 
by many as one of the early accomplishments of experimental 
work with ‘fertilizers in the Glades section. Although far- 
mers in the beginning, did not go all out on airplane fertiliz- 
ing, it wasn’t long until they learned that it paid dividends to 
spread seed as well as fertilizer through Increased production 
per acre . . . and Mr. Imes, through his airplane dusting serv- 
ice has paved the way through the years for a more pros- 
perous agriculture in this area. 

His thirteen-year-old son lives in Bradenton with his grand- 
mother. 

Mr. Imes is a member of the Baptist Church, Lions Club 
and Country Club. Fraternally, he is a Mason and an Elk.
